REMARKS IN RELATION TO APPROPRIATIONS, WAYS AND MEANS, AND 

EXPENDITURES. 

Appropriations. — The Amended Charter ^of 1857 contains the 
following proAdsions in relation to appropriations : 

" Annual and occasional appropriations shall be made by proper ordinances of 
the Common Council, for every branch and object of city expenditure ; and no 
money shall be drawn from the City Treasury, except the same shall have been pre- 
viously appropriated to the purpose for which it is drawn. (§ 31.) 

" * * * The Chamberlain shall keep books, showing the amounts paid 
on account of the several appropriations ; and no warrants shall be paid on account 
of any appropriation after the amount authorized to be raised by tax for that specific 
purpose shall have been expended. * * * (g 22.) 

*'* * * No expense shall be incurred by any of the departments or 
officers thereof, whether the object of expenditure shall have been ordered by the 
Common Council or not, unless an appropriation shall have been previously made 
covering such expense. (§ 28.)"

— The amount of expenditures on City Account, 
for which warrants were drawn, executed and duly registered in 1S61, 
was as follows : 
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The twenty-second section of the charter of 1S57 provides that 
" the Comptroller shall report to the Common Council, once in ninety 
days, the name of every person in whose favor an account has been 
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audited. • • • • All moneys drawn from the City Treasury 
shall be upon vouchers for the expenditure thereof, examined and 
allowed by the Auditor, and approved by the Comptroller and filed 
in his office." 

The quarterly Keports made by the Comptroller to the Common 
Council, in compliance with the above requirement {vide Board of 
Aldermen Documents, Nos. 8, 13, and 19, of 1861, aLd Board of Coun- 
cilmen Doc, No. 2, of 1861), contain the names of all persons in whose 
favor claims have been audited and warrants issued during the year. 
The vouchers taken for the same are on file in the Comptroller's 
office. 

A statement may be found in a subsequent part of this report, show- 
ing the particulars of expenditures under each appropriation. A care- 
ful examination of said statement, and a comparison of the items of 
expenditure, with similar items in previous years, will enable the mem 
bers of the Common Council to determine whether some reductions 
cannot be made during the ensuing year.

In relation to the above, the Comptroller would observe that the 
items of S7,000, for " Administration of Intestate Estates," and 
$3,000 for " Interest on Assessment Bonds," were included in the 
estimates of the late Comptroller for the year 1859 (see Board of 
Councilmen Doc, No. 18, of IS5S, pages 39 and 30), and duly appro- 
priated by an ordinance of the Common Council, passed February 
17, 1S59. These amounts were also included in the Tax Levy of that 
year, passed by the Board of Supervisors September G, 1359. The 
payment of the compensation allowed by law to the Public Adminis- 
trator, and the incidental expenses of his Bnrean for office rent, sta- 
' tionery, Ac, being proviJed for under other heads of account, there 
has been no occasion to use this appropriation of $7,000, or any por- 
tion of it, for the purpose indicated by its title. The interest collected 
upon assessments, and upon advances made to contractors, is plcdgei 
to the payment of interest on loans upon Assessment Bonds andVj 
Street Improvement Fund Bonds, and the receipts from those sources " 
being sufficient for that purpose, there has been no occasion to use the 
above-mentioned S3,000, appropriated and raised by tax therefor. 
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In respect to the item of S65, 141.04 for " Iron Pavement," the , 
Comptroller fiads that there was appropriated under that title, by an 
ordinance passed January 27, 1S57, the sum of 8125,000, which I 
amount was included in and raised by the Tax Levy of that year, 
passed by the Board of Supervisors August 7, 1S57. No part of this 
amount was expended in that year, and the Comptroller, in bis es- 
timates for 185S (see Board of Councilmen Doc, No. 19, of 18.57, 
page 50), stated, in reference to " Iron Pavements," that " the only 
work ordered under this head is the paving of Maiden lane and Cort- 
landt street, from river to river, and as no payments have been made , 
on this work during the present year, it is deemed proper to ask for * 
a renewal of the original appropriation (to the extent) of $78,000." 

That amount was accordingly re-appropriated, by an ordinance 
passed March 3, 1853. There has since been expended in payment 
for surveys and for work done iu Cortlaadt street, above-mentioned, 
the sum of S12,S5S.9l. As the contract for said work expired by its 
own iimitatiou at the close of December, 18-57, and nothing has since 
been done by the contractor, it is presumed that the remainder of . 
the appropriation, say 805,141.09, will not be required for that 1 
purpose.

"If ftrif persun, wlio abnll be assessed in any of tbe said AaseBsment Eolla, sliall 
pay the arnoiint of liis tarea on or btsfore the first day of JJoveraber succee<Ung tl 
delivery of tlie said Assessment Bolls and Wnrrnnts to the said Beceiver, it shall b 
ilie ilaty i»f tlic said Eeoeiver to receive the same, and to deduct therefrom e 
rate of seven |>er cent, per anntim, between tlie day of such payment and tlie firffi 
day of December, tlien nest succeeding."

Besides the remiBsiouH and reductions made by the Board of 
SuperviBOrs in pursuance of the above laws, it has been the practice 
of this Department, in the exercise of the power conferred by the 
Charter of the city, and by the Act of 1857, in relation to the Board 
of Supervisors, " to settle and adjust all claims in favor of or against 
the Corporation " or the county, to make corrections of manifest 
clerical errors in the Assessment Rolls.

The question in regard to the authority of the Common CouncU 
to remit taxes, which was for some time considered doubtful, has 
been finally settled, so far as the action of this Department is con- 
cerned, by the learned Counsel to the Corporation, who, in a very 
elaborate opinion, communicated to the Board of Aldermen on 
the 27tb of May, 1861, stated that the Common Council " has no- 
power to remit or reduce a tax." A copy of sold opinion is given on 
page 179. 

The losses resulting from remissions and corrections of errors ia the 
assessment of taxes, and for discounts allowed, also by the removal or 
insolvency of persons assessed upon personal property, are supplied 
by the annual levy.

tin March, 1 860, the Receiver of Taxes returned to the Comptroti 
an account of the uncollected taxes on personal estate, prior to thfll 
year 1853, amounting to S249,33S.71, which he represented to be" 
uncollectible; but, on examining the subject, the Comptroller did not 
find any autliority to order the same to be cancelled upon the Tax 
Books. 

The means provided by law for enforcing the collection of Taxe^ 
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in this county, in addition to the sale of real estate in certain cases b^^ 
I the Clerk of Arrears, are as follows : 

"It riiall also be lawful for the saiil Receiyer, if any such tax with the interest | 
tliereon, as herelnbafore provided, shnll remitia impalil on the tiftuenth tla; of the said 
month of January, to iaaue his warrant • iinder his haail and seal, directed to any con- 
stable or marshal of aaid city and conntf, commanding him to levy said tRX.witli inter- 
est thereon lit the rate of twelve per cent, per annam from the day of the dellFering 

I of the assessment rolls and vrarrants to the said Rerelver, to the time when the aam^ < 
Bhall be paid, by distress and sale of the goods and chattels of the person against 
whom the said warrantB shall be issued, or of any goods and ciiattels in his posses- ' 
sion, wheresoever the same shall be Found within the said city, and to pay the same , 
t-o the said Beceiver. and return such warrant within thirty days after the data 
thereof: and no otaim of property to be made to such goods and chattels, so found (u | 

I the possession of the said party, shall be available to prevent a sale." ^Article IT., 
$eetion 9, of ehap. 230, 0/ the Lata of 1843, a» amended hy Zaai qf 1850, ohc^. 
121, § 34.) I 

*' Xlie said sheriff, constable, or marshal shall give public notice of the time and 
place of sale, and of the property to be sold, at least sis days previous to the sale, . 
by advertisements to be posted up in at Ifaat three public places in the Ward .' 
■where such sale shell be made. The sale shall be bv pnblio auction," (_Sama Aot, 
§ 100 

" In ease of the refusal or neglect of any person to pay any tax imposed on him 
for personal property, if tliere be no goods or chattels in his possession upon which ' 
the same may bo levied by distress and sale according to law, and if the proper^ i 
assessed shall exceed the sum of one thousand dollars, the said Receiver, if he has 
reason to believe that the person taied has debts, credits, choses in action, or other 
personal property not taxed elsewhere in this State, and npon whioU levy cannot be 
inade according to law, may thereupon in his discretion make application withia on^ 
year to the Conrt of Common Pleas of the County, or the Supreme Court, to enforcA 
the payment of such tas." [Same Aet, § 13.) 

"The Court may impose a fine for the inlsconduct mentioned in the next pre- I 
ceding section, sufficient in amount for the payment of the tax assessed and tif the 
costs and expenses of the proceedings authoiized by this Act to enforce such pay- 
ment or to punish such misconduct; and the amoant of snch tax shall be paid uob j 
of such fine to the said Receiver, who shall pay the same in like maimer as the tax 
wasrequii'od to he paid; and costs and expenses of snch proceedings shall be paid j 
out of such fine to Ihe said Receiver who made the application to enforce tlie pay- ' 
ment of the tas." (i'ame Act, g 13.) 

It is presumed that the duty enjoined upon the Receiver, " to issue 
his warrant directed to a constable or marshal, commanding him to 
levy the amount, etc.," has every year been duly performed by that 
officer, but the Comptroller is in possession of no evidence of the fact; 
neither is there any evidence that such warrants, or cither of them, 
were complied with and executed in respect to any one item of the I 
large amount of taxes which are represented to be still due aq3 I 
uncollected. ' 
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This subject is again earnestly eommended to the oonsideratiol 
the Comoion Council. lu the opinion of the Comptroller, pro- 
Tision should be made by law for a now demand upon all the de- 
linquents wlio can be found, and in case the parties are unable to 
pay the amounts due from them, the Comptroller should be author- 
ized, upon a proper return of the facts being made to him, and being 
satisfied that the same cannot be collected, to cause the accounts to 
be canceled on the books. These old matters should be clost 
ill some way, and measures taken to prevent such a large accumuli 
tion of unsettled personal taxes in the future.

The means provided by law for enforcing the collection of taxeS' 
on real estate are as follows : 

1st. Bij distress and sale o/" the personal projperti/ of delinquents. — ^The 
Receiver of Taxes is authorized to issue hia warrant, under his hand 
and seal, directed to any constable or marshal of the city and 
county, commauding him to levy and collect, from the personal prop- 
erty of delinquents, any taxes remaining unpaid on the fifteenth day of 
January of each year. (Laws of 1S43, chap. 230, article II., section 9, aa 
amended b>j sec. 34 of chap. 121 of the Laws oflQbO.) 

The authority thus conferred is limited by the act, chap. 579, of 
1863, creating the office of Clerk of Arrears, which provides as 
follows : 
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^§11. TheReoeiver of Taxes shiill oa tho firat dny of Jnno in each year iiiakeB 
ntam to the Clerk of Arrears of all taxes on real estate, anJ '>f regular rents c^ 
"Orotonwaterwhich linvelieen added tliereto,roTnaiDiiij;aDpaid, and shall notify the 
" Oomptroller of the aggregate amount of ai-reara so .returned, and balance on hia 
"books the accounts of arrears so returned, by charging the amount thereof to the 

" Bnrean of Arrears, and shall thereafter reoeive no payments on account of 

"arrears so returned, but may, ncverthelees, certify to the Olerk of Arrears aM 
" errors, which shall, upon aucn certificate, be corrected by the Clerk of Arrears, i 
"any time before settlement." 

lu an opinion fumiehed to the Receiver of Taxes, at his requea 
in 1S55, the then Corporation Counsel stated as foUowa: "I aij 
"therefore of opinion that it ia your duty to issue your warrai 
"against personal estate • • • • for unpaid taxes on i 
"estate at any time between the l-5th day of January and the id 
" day of June in each year." — (Vide opinion of March 30lh, 1855. 
,age 178.) 

Although it is very desirable to have the annua! taxes collect* 
as promptly as possible, it appears from his Report (see page 17i)i| 
that, notwithstanding the above opinion, it has not been the practio 
of the present Receiver of Taxes, nor was it the practice of 1 
predecessors in office, to issue warrants against personal property foj 
the collection of taxes on real estate. 

3d. By a sale of the lands and -premises at public aiictioti. — ^By artiol 
in. of the act, chap. 230 of the Laws of 1S43, it was declared to 1; 
lawful for the Comptroller to advertise and sell the lands or tene-~ 
ments upon which any tax shall remain unpaid on the l-5th day of 
April in any year, after the performance of certain preliminary acts 
therein prescribed. The seventh section of said article provides that 
" The above-mentioned proceedings, by advertisement and sale, may 
" take place in any case of such unpaid tax as is above mentioned, not-^ 
" withstanding a warrant of distress may have been issued for the col* 
" iGction thereof, in the manner above mentioned, in case the whole a 
" any part of such tax shall be uncollected thereupon. And nothing 
" in this act shall be construed to prevent the collection of any tax o 
" taxes by distress and sale of the goods and chattels of the owner a 
" owners, occupant or occupants, of any lands or tenements th 
"thereby assessed." Chapter 579, of the Laws of 1853, section i 
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provides that all the duties required by previous laws to be performi 
by the Street Conimissioner and Comptroller, in relation to adverti*- 
ing, selling, and leasing for assessments, taxes, and Croton water 
rents, and the redemption of property sold therefor, should thereafter 
be performed by the Clerk of Arrears, under the direction of the 
Comptroller. The fourteenth section of said act further provides 
that " No real estate shall hereafter be sold for any arrears of taxea 
" on real estate, or asseasraenta thereon, until after three years from 
" the time when the same shall have become due." 

While the law thus prohibits the sale of real estate for unpadd 
taxes thereon, until after three years from the date they are due, the 
time when such sale shall actually take place is not preacribed, and 
seems to be left to the discretion of the Comptroller. It is obviously 
better, both for the government and individual citizens, that all tasea 
imposed should be collected as soon as practicable. 

Sales for TJspald Taxes on Real Estate. — On assuming 
the duties of Comptroller on the first of January, 1859, the under- 
signed, finding a large amount of taxes in avrear, gave directions to 
prepare for a sale of those upon real estate for the years 1S52, 18S3, 
and 1S.54, which was accordingly held in the months of October and 
November in that year, producing an aggregate amount of S15 L,S44.d6, 
including interest, arrears of water rents, and charges. Of tlu8 
amount there was purchased, in behalf of the Corporation, the sum 
of S25,4S8.63, in pursuance of the act, chap. 235, passed April 18, 
1813, as amended by section 3, of chap. 579, of the Laws of 1853, 
which provides, in effect, as follows : 

"§ 1. It shnll be lawful fur the Clerk of Arrears, under the Uirection of tte 



" Ooinptroller, at any sule of lands fur tasea or assessments in the city of Haw 
"York, lield pursuant to law, to bid in, fur tlio Mayor, Aldermen, and Cumtnooaltif 
"of thBBnid city, every lot of land and premises bjLimput up, for whichnopMBOtt 
" shnll offer to bid ; and certificates of such sale shall be made by the said Olerk 
" of Arrears in the several oasea of such sale for taxes or assessments, which aliaU 
"desoribe the lands purchased, and specif/ the term of years for which the auue 
"shall have been sold, and the time when the said Mayor, Aldermen, and Oommt 
" olty will be entitled to a lease of such lands and premises. Such purchases ahal 
"beaiibject t« the same right of redemption as purchases by individuals; andi. 
" the lands sold shnll not be redeemed, <ir shall not have been assigned as herein^ 
"after provided, the said Clerk of Arrears shall execute a lease therefor, by virtt 
"of the authority in him vested by this act, to the said Mayor, Aldermen, t ' 
" Commonalty, in the same form, and with the same oSbct, as in the coses of Iv^ 
" to individuals as now authorized by law." 
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^■"Another aale was heM hi Jiuiii, 1S30, for the Unpaiil Taxes oaJ 
Real Estate of the year lS-55, and Water Rents of tlie prerious yearJ 
which produeei] an aggregate Buna of $109,2LS.OS, including iuteresM 
dad charges for advertiaing, &c. Of this sum, purchases were mad« 
by iiidinduals to the amount of S10S,S61.05, and by the Corporatioi™ 
to the amount of S3-57.03. I 

A further sale for Unpaid Taxes and Water Rents should havn 
been held in 1S61. But after the largo amount of purchases madel 
at the sale for Unpaid Assessments, held in December, 1800 (upwardA 
of SS-5,000), the means posseBsed by the Corporation of paying fofl 
further purchases of this character were entirely exhausted, and thfl 
comlition of the money market during the greater part of the yeaS 
was such as to render it probable that few other purchasers woulfl 
be found for tho premises, to be sold. For these reasons it waM 
tliought advisable to defer such sale until a more favorable time, V 

Means op the Oorpobation fob the Purchase op Lands solh

Taxes due fkom Incorporated Companies. — The act, cb( 
S30, of the Laws of 1843 (Article II.), provides that if the 
of Taxes shall not be able to collect any tax assessed upon an incor- 
porated company, he shall return the same to the Chamberlain, and 
at the same time make affidavit that he had demanded payment thereof 
from the president, or other proper officer of the company, and that 
such officer had refused to pay the same, or that be had not been able 
to make such demand, as the case may be ; and that such company 
had no personal property from which he could levy such tax. The 
Chamberlain shall thereupon certify such facts to the Comptroller of 
the State, wlio shall pass to the credit of such Chamberlain (or the 
county) the amount of the taxes so returned and certified as in the 
cases of taxes on the lands of non-residents. 

For some reason, no such returns of uncollected taxes were mads 
to the State Comptroller for many years, and it is supposed that ths 
above provisions of law had been overlooked. The amount of such 
taxes apparently due on the first of January, 1859, according to a 
report of the Receiver of Taxes, transmitted to the Board of Sapexf^- 
pervisors (See Supervisors' Document No. 8, of 185 
$368,086.31.

From the foregoing, it is obvious that additional legislatioi 
required, to secure proper attention to the notices given by 
Tax Commissioners of the amounts for which persona are assef 
for taxes. 

Taxation op Foreign Fike Insurance Companies. — By CI 
178 of the Laws of 1849, it was provided that every person, acj 
as agent for individuals or associations not incorporated hy the h 
of this State, to effect insurances ugainst loss or damage by fin 
the city and county of New York, should thereafter pay to ■ 



Treasurer of tlie Fire Department, on tlie first day of February in ' 
each year, for the use of that Department, a sum equal to two per 
cent, upon all premiums received or agreed to be paid to liim, as 
Buch agent, for insurance effected or agreed to be effected upon 
property in this city during the year ending on the next precediug J 
first day of September. 

By the Act, Chap. 37, of 1S55, the law of lSi9, above cited, was I 
iimeuded, and such associations, in addition to the duty of two per J 
wilt, upon the amounts received by them for premiums on policies 1 
pjiyahle to the Fire Department, were thereby made liable to " be 1 
"aasessed and taxed on all sums invested in any manner in theirl 
'•busiueas, the same as if they were residents of this State." 

By Section 1 of Chap. 5i3 of the Laws of 1857, the aforesaid 1

Excise Licesse Fees. — The Act (Chap. G2S) passed April IG, i 
In57, entitled " An Act to suppress Intemperance and to regulate J 
!lii! Bale of Intoxicating Liquors," provides, among other things, that! 
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the Commissioners of Excise shal! have power to determine the^^^f 
to be paid for a license to sell strong and spirituous liquo;dl^^H 
wines, which sum shall be as follows : " In towns and incorpof^^H 
villages, not less than thirty dollars nor more than one hundred (S^ 
lars ; and in cities, not less than thirty dollars nor more than two 
hundred and fifty dollars." It further provides as follows : 

" § 5, ♦ • * • No feo or reward ahull be taken by any board of excise, or 
by any member thereof, or by iiuy clerk thereof, for any HconflC to keap an inn, 
tavern or hotel, or to sell Htrong or Bpintinma li<jnors, or for any Bervice required of 
snch board, nor shall any compensaliuii be retained by any aach board, or by any 
member thereof, or by any clerk thereof, ont of the excise money, but the wbole 
amonnt tbereof Bhall be paid over to the Oounty Treasurers for the use of the poor 
in the several ooanties ; but the persons composing bucIi board of exciie shall be 
entitled each to receive the anm of three dollars per day, for ser»icea actually per- 
formed, to be allowed and paid in like manner as other county charges, and no other 
or greater compensation shall be allowed. • • • • 

" 1 32. The penalties imposed by this Act • * ♦ shall be sued for and recovered 
in the nnrae of the Board of Oonimissi oners of Excise, and paid over to the Treas- 
urer of the County, for the aopport of the poor of the county." 

The law makes no provision requiring tho Oommissioners of Ex- 
cise to render accounts of their collections, either of fees or penalties, 
to the Comjjtroller, and Le is therefore without the necessary data to 
furnish any statement as to the number of licenses granted or other 
particulars. 

In a communication to the Comptroller, dated ICth December, 
18G1, from William Jay Haskett, Esq., one of the Commissioners of 
Excise of the city and county of New York, he stated that " the 
receipts of the office will appear by the Report of the City Cham- 
berlain of the amount of njoney paid him for licenses."

Interest on Taxes. — The law provides that if any person 
shall not pay his tax by the first day of December next after 
the rolls are placed in the hands of the Receiver, one per cent, shall 
be charged and added to it, and collected; and a further charge of 
one per cent, on the fifteenth of December, if the same is not paid 
before that date. If not paid on or before tlie first day of January, 
interest is charged on the tax, at the rate of twelve per cent, per 
annum, from the day the rolls and warrants are received by the 
Receiver; and if not paid by the fifteenth day of January, the 
Receiver may issue his warrant for the collection thereof, with auoh 
interest added, by distress and sale.* (Laws o/18iO, chap. 230, art. II., 
%^5, C, 7, 8, and Q, as amended bij Laws of 1S50, chap. 121, §^30, 31, 
32, 33, and 34.) 

On the first day of June in each year, the Receiver of Taxes is 
required to make a return to the Comptroller of all taxes on real 
estate then remaining unpaid, and after that he shall receive no pay- 
ment on account of the arrears so returned. These taxes are then 
collected by the Clerk of Arrears, on account of the Corporation of 
the city of New York, to whom the amount thereof is charged in the 
books of the county, on making said return by the Receiver to 1 
Comptroller.

The Comptroller, at the risk of being thought over-persisteot in 
relation to the subject, feels constrained to call the attention of the 
Common Council once more to the present objectionable system of 
conducting the ordinary business of the Corporation, and to renew 
his recommendation that the same be changed. 

The time fixed by law for entering upon the discharge of official 
duty, by every elective officer of the City and County Q-overnments, 
is the beginning of the calendar year, and, with obvious propriety, 
our fiscal year commences at the same time. The expenses of the 
Corporation, of course, begin with the year. The monthly aggregatea 
of expenses vary somewliut, according to the season of the year, 
but there is no month or day in which some expense is not incurred. 
By ascertaining the amounts for a number of years, a sufficiently 
, correct estimate can be made of the probable monthly expenses in 
I each year, and of the means required to meet the same. 

Now, what the Comptroller contends for is, simply that the city 
and county authorities shall endeavor to adjust the public revenues 
and receipts, so as to provide for the ordinary current expenses, 



without resorting to loans, as (hey are now compelled to do for three- 
fourtba of every year. 

Under the present system, the collection of the annual taxes is I 
not commeuced till September or October, and, until the receipt of i 
the taxes has commenced, the expenses must be provided for, if paid 
at al!, by loans, the interest on which forms an important item in 
r.he annual tax-levy. It ia true that the present system allows the 
tax-payer a longer credit or time in which to pay his taxes, after 
tlie money ia wanted for public use, than he would have in case a | 
change should be made as proposed, but he is obliged to pay in tha ] 
end for his delay, as the amount of his tax is proportionably increased 
to meet the interest upon loans made necessary by such delay. , 
On the other hand, were the proposed change made, an opportunity 
would be afforded for the payment of taxes by many who are desirous | 
to pay them earlier in the year than they are now permitted to do. 

The change above referred to, and which has been so often recom- 
mended by the Comptroller, ia simply to procure a change in existing , 
laws, so that the taxes may be assessed and collected in time to be ' 
available for the current expenses.

Fund for the Redemption of the City Debt, or as much as they can. in the purchase of Stocks created by the 

Oorporation of the City of New York, at the market price, not exceeding the par value thereof; and if, at 

WLTky time, such investments cannot be made at par, then the said Commissioners shall be authorized to invest 

tlxe said moneys, or such part thereof as they may see fit, either in the purchase of the said Stock or the Stock 

of the State of New York, or the Stock of the United States, notwithstanding such Stock may be above the

ence, in that respect, between this and other counties. But a power to tax, in the discretion of 
the Supervisors, may have been conferred upon other counties, while our Supervisors can only 
levy such sums as have been authorized by law. 

So far as relates to the necessity for legislative authority, there is no difference between 
" what is known as the city tax levy," and taxes which relate to the county. 

In addition to examining the statute of 1813, to which you refer, I have also considered the 
eAct of the Revised Statutes of 1830, by which tUe act of April 2d, 1813, is repealed in terms 
(1 £. 8.l8ted,t 134), and which give some color of placing New York on the same footing as 
the other oonnties of the State (1 JR. 8., 365, Art. II). But even in the Revised Statutes of 
1830, the provisions of the article relating to the duties of Boards of Supervisors are not 
extended to the Supervisors of the city and county of New York, when special provisions 
ineonaistent therewith, were then, or should thereafter be, made by law (1 B. 8., 308), and 
we find in the same year, when this statute took effect, and in every year since that time, the 
Legislature has passed an enabling act in relation to this county, just as had been done before. 
This practical construction, given by the Legislature to the statute, seems to show that it was 
not intended by the Revised Statutes to dispense with the former usage, which required annual 
tax laws, or some other special provision, to warrant the Supervisors in levying taxes in this 
eonnty " to carry on and support the City Government."

By the ninth section of the act of 1B13. p. 319; IS50, p. 195, it is tho duty of tho Receiver, 
as to all taxes romainlng nnpaid after the ISth day of Jannary, in each year, to issue his war- 
rant to collect the same by distresa and sale of the goods and olmtteis of the person against ^ 
iTbom tho tax is assessed. This section makes no distiuction between taxes due on poraonaU 
eatale, and taxes due on real estate, which can be collected from the personal estate of the de — 
linqnent, Tliis section has not been repealed. The law abolishing the office of the CoUeetor^ 
of Arrears of Taxes, is not a repeal of that section, because such law ia fonnd In the first aecliolM: 
of the same act, giving the right to issue the warrant before quoted. The only Umitation npsiK3 
this rightisfonndmthe act of 1853, creating the office of the Cierli of Arrears, which prorids^ 
that the Receiver shall receive no payments on account of arrears of taxes on real estate-'-' 
which shall be unpaid on the lat June (llWi sec.) . 

That act has no reference to nnpaid taxes on personal estate. I am, therefore, of opiaioat^ 
that it is your daty to iaaue your warrant against personal estate for unpaid taxes 
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estate, at mj tine after the 15th day of Jnnaar}', in eaph year, and for unpaid tai«B on re 
estate, at any time lietweeo tbe 15tb dny of JDJinar; and the 1st duy of June, in each year-

In reply, I would refer yon to the ninth section of the act of April IS, 1813, in relation 
the collection of taxes In the city of Nair York, as amended Uarch SO, 1B50. {Davif»' Lav 
of Jfea York, p. 801.) 

That section, in plain ternia, anthorixea the Receiver of Taxes to issne his warrant for tha4 
collection of the taxes (after a strict performance of the preliminary acts therein prescribed)^ 
remaining nnpaid npon the ISlh day of January following after tlie delivery of the asi 
rolls of suchtaxeB and warrants for their collection, to the Receiver of Taxes, Itia nnderstai>d 
of floursB, that the power of the Receiver to issne warrants, extends only to the levy upon per-4 
total property, and that, In bis bands, there is no recourse against tbe real estate until aftwg 
Ihe action of the Cumplroiler and Clerk uf Arrears.

This qaeation was ably considered !□ an opinion which Mr. Bnsteed,1hen Counsel ti 
Corporation, fornished to Mayor Tieraann in July, 1S5S. lie reviewed the Tax Laws very : 
''Uirge, and came to the conclusion that the Common Council bad no power to remit or r(

sad furnish most of the reaaaoa on that aide uf the question. 

Ur. Buateed subsequently doubted the floandneaa of the views ho had expressed, and can- 
Bnlted two cuuaselors- it-law an the subject, each of whom gave an apiaiun that the Cooimoii 
Council had the power in qua sljon. Mr. Boateod acqnieseed in their views by an opinion far- 
nialied to the Board of Aldermen on the 30th of May, 1S59. The opinion, with those of Messrs. 
Ely and Evarts, wjli be fouud as Document So. 2'i of Ihe doonmenta of the Board of Aldermen 
of that period. No statute was fonnd which, either In terms or by necessary implication, 
CDnTerreil tlie power In qneation upon the Common Council, and I Bnd no Buch enactment since 
that time. 

The nearest approach to a statute authority in the Common Council to remit a tax will be 
found in the 23tli aectlon of the act of 1S50 (chapter 121}, as amended by the 3d section of tbe 
Act of !H51 (oJiapler 319). After authorizing the Board of Snpervisors to remit or reduce a 
toi nnder certain circumstanceB, it is added tli&%, " vrbea, iinder the provinom of the eriating 
laa, any remission of taxes shall be made by the Common Councii of said city, the affidavit of 
the person applying shall, in like manner, (be) filed with the Commiasioaers of Taxes." This 
only proves that the Legislature supposed or believed there was some " existing law " confer- 
ring the authority, but that was a mistake. There was no aueh law, nnleas it may be fonnd in 
the ancient charlera of the city. The section neither confara, nor profeaaea to confer, any 
BQthurity, hut only regulates the mode of proceeding under an " existing law," if any such 
could be found. 

The ancient charters conferred upon the Corporation ample power to make laws and ordi- 
nances for the good government of the Corporation, the city and its inhabitants, bnt it may 
well be doubted whether it was Intended by the general terms employed to inclnde the power 
of levying tasca ; and if the power to lavy was not given, there is nothing from which an 
authority to remit taxes can be inferred; and beaidcs, It will, I think, be found that down to the 
period when the Uontgomerie Charter was granted, in 173Q, there had been no occasion to levy 
taxes for city purposes, the revennes from other sonreea having been snfficient for all the pur- 
poses of the Corporation. Snch taxes as were imposed for the gavemment of the colony were 
authorized by general laws, afibcting alike all the dlflcrent conntles. If no occasion had ariaen 
for raising money bytaiatioa for city purposes, at the time the Montgomerie Charter waa 
granted, it can hardly be supposed that the power to levy taxes was intended to be conferred 
by that charter. 

It la said that the moneys collected in this city by taxation belong to the Corporation, and 
consequently that the Common Council Can remiCatax. But it is not true, in any imporCaat 
senae, that those moneys belong to the Corporation. They are all paid into the connty treas- 
ury. By law, a part of the amount belongs and is to be paid Co the State. The Common Coun- 
cil is neither the owner, nor has it any control over the money. Another portion of the money 
Is devoted to county purposes, and is under the direction of the Board of Supervisors. And 
even as to the remaining portion, though raised for Corporation purposes, it ia all assigned hj 
law to certain specified objects, from which It caimot be rightfully diverted. 

Though the Common Council has large powers and duties, in relation to the allbirsand well- 
being of the city, its authority Isnot uoUniited. It has no power to levy taxes. The authority 
for that purpose has been vested in the Board of Supervisors, and to that body hag also been 
Intrusted the power of remitting a tax ; and, In the absence of any provision to the cnutrary, 
I think the power to remit is Just as exclusive as the pow< 
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A power in the Coramon Connoil to remit laxea ■has been inferred from the danger that, with- 
ont BBoh K powsr, men might aometimea be Improperly charged wiH public bnrdena. Tt is a, 
Enfflcient answer to thii Brgument tLattlie power to remit ur reduce i tax exists, though bylaw 
it has been vested in a dlfierent body — the same body which levies the tax. It may be added 
that great pains have been taken hy oar lawn to avoid unequal aail nnjnHt taxation. After Uie 
asBCBament rolls liave been completed, the bouka are to be kept open for inspection and cor- 
rection nearly fonr mootlia, and, in point of practice, thej are often kept open a mnch longer 
tlma. After the books have gone ^om the Tax Commissioners to the Board of Supervisors, 
and that body haa completed Ita work, and, after warrants for the collection of the taxes have 
been lasned, a further period of six months is allowed for the remission or redncUon of any 
pftrtienlu tax for good canse, and on showinK by oath or affirmation that the party aggrieved 
waa onable to attend witliin the period prescribed for the correction of taxes by reason of 
aicbDesB or absence from the city. It wonld be impoasibiD to carry on the a£&ira uf the Gov- 
eninjenl without fixing some lime when a tax shall beoome final and beyond the power of 
review; and if, after all the indulgence aecnred by our lawa, itabonld still happen that some 
tnaa hSH been Improperly taxed, it should either be attributed to his negligence, or be regarded 
as hta misfortune. Human laws cannot provide for all the ills of life. 

The whole subject of levying and collecting taxes, Including the power to remit or reduce 
a paitjcnlar tax, has been regnlnted by the Lcglslatore. The work has been parcelled out 
among dillbrent otficers and public bodies, without asaignlng any part to (he Common Conncil, 
and, In my opinion, that body has no power to remit or reduce a tax.

SiB,— I am in receipt of your note of the 2d uit„ requesting me to Inform yon under what 
proviirfona of law the Common Council is anthorlied to remit taxes, and have the honor to 
reply- 
That in view of the Importance of your inquiry, and of the fact that the Common Council 
have for many years past assumed the power to mate remissions of taxes, I have examined 
with great care the various acts which relate to the iuiposltion, collection, and remlsaion of 
taxes in the city and county of NewTork, and have been forced from such examination to the 
conclusion that there Is no law which authorlzea the Common Council to remit a (ax, or to 
Interfere with its collection, further than to temporarily ndjonm or suspend a sale of lands ad- 
vertised to be sold to satisfy such tax. 

By the act, entitled " An Act to reduce several laws relaHng particularly to the city of New 
York into one act," passed April (l, tSIl, it is provided that " the Mayor, Recorder, and Alder- 
men of the city of New York aliall be Supervisors of the said city, and shall auunally. on lie 
2d Tuesday of July, meet together at the City Hatl, in the aald city, and at such other times and 
places as they shall And necessary, and examine and ascertain what anma of money arehijlate 
imposed on the said city In that year, for the maintenance of the poor, for defraying the contin- 
gent charges of the said city, and for other purposes, and shall cause the same to be raised, 
levied, and collected in the said city in the same manner as the coatingent charges of the sot- 
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eral canntiBS of this Stat« are directed to be lovlcd and collected, by the act entitled ' An Act 
(or delVaying the pnblic and neoesaarj ohargea in the reepectivB countica of this State,' and 
the BBme ahull iu like manner be paid to the Chamheriaiii of the raid city, and the said Mayor, 
Ab^rmea.and Commonalty, and ChamJ^erlaia eltaB reipecHzdy proceed relative thereto in like 
manner, and subject to the like reetiictions and regulationa oa the SuperviBora and Treaaoicrs 
of the other oonntiea of this State are by the eaid act renpectivdy required lo do, in r^aiiim to 
iheeontiiigeiittiluirgeg of Uie»aidcouniiet," [Davies' Laws, p. S!0. Laws of 1813, Tol. 2. p. 
389, do. 150.) 

By reference Id the act in the ahuvo section referred to, it will be aeea that no power la 
tbeceb; given to the Snpcrtlaors of the counties tu remit a tax ; tko act merely providing the 
mode uf impoaing and collBctlng the pabiie and necuaaary chargea of the reapeclive oonntiea, 
and for other purposes, to. (Laws of 1813, Vol. 2, p. 137,) 

Clearly, then, by Uie act of 1813, no pawer is given lo the Common Council to remit It tax, 
and if they poaseaa auch power, it must be doiived from siAsequent legi^aiiott. 

By an act, paaaed March !3, 1821, it la provided that it u sum of money, la gross, boa been 
orahoUbe taxednponanjlanda, Ac, In the city of New York, Ac, any peraon, Ac, claiming 
any divided or undivided part thereof, may pay snch part ot Ibe sum of money, bo aaaeEsed or 
taxed, and also of the vatereat and charges dne or charged tbeieon, as the Mayor, Aldermen, 
and OoTnmonaUy of the City of Abid York, in Common CouncS convened, may deem Jutt ajid 
equitable, ±c. (Davlca' Laws, p. 6«.) 

This provMon is re-enacted verbatim in the act paaaed April 18, 1813, eutlded " An Act for 
the Collection of Taxes in the city ot New York." {Davies' Lawa, p. 870, aec. 26.) 

It will be perceived that the above provision gives to the Common Council only the power to 
make an apportionment of a fax in groaa, imposed upon landa owned by two or more persona 
jointly or in common ; It doea nut confer upon that body the power to make a remission of 
such tax. 

By an act, passed January 30, 1830, entitled " An Act to amend an act, paused AprQ 12, 
ISIS, entitled * An Act for the more effectnal collection of Taxes and Aaseesmenta in the city of 
New York,' " it is provided that " it shall be lawful for the Mayor, Ac, of the city of New 
York, whenever they shall deem It expedient, by a resolution to be passed la Common Councti, 
to suapend orpostpoue auy sale, Ac, of lands, &c., which shall have been advertised for sale, 
Ac., not esceading fifteen months from the day epecifled in such advertiaement." (Davioa' 
Lawa, p. 700.) 

This provision was also re-euacted by the act of April 18, 1813, above cited. (Davies'Laws 

It will be observed that thia provision Is for (he sospenaion of the remedy for the collection 
of the tax— not a grant of power to remit the tax iteelf. 

I have been unable to find any other acts of the Legislature relative to the power of the 
Comman Council over the subject of taxation, pasaod prior to the year ISal. 

On the 30th day of June, 1851, an act was passed entitled " An Act to amend the act entitled 
' An Act In relation to the aaseasmeot and collection of tases in tlie city of New York, and to 
amend the several acts iu relation thereto," the third section of which provides, that lie 
twenty-eighth section of the act, entitled " An Act in relation to the asaeaamenl and collection 
of taxes In the city ot New York, and to amend the several acts in relaOon thereto," passed 
March 30, 18S0, shall be amended by inserting at the conclusion tbereof, the following words: 
" And n-bon, under the provision of the existing law, any remlsaiona of taxes shall be made by 
the Common Council ot said city, the affidavit ot the person applying shall be in like manner 
filed with the Commisaionera of Taxes." (Laws of 1861, p. fill.) 

The aectlon thus amended, gives to the Board of Supervisors power to remit or reduce a tax 
for good cause shown, by affidavit, &c., filed by them with the Tax Commissioners ; the rednc- 
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Uon or temlsaioti to bo made before Iho collection of the tax, and witbla six montJia from tlie 
delivery of the hooka to the Becaiver of Taxee. 

It will be aeen that the aforesaid act of 1851, onlj refers to caaes in which, under eaiisfinff 
lavu, the Oammoa Cotmell are anthoikoa to make remisaions of taxes. 

The act was not intended to enlarge or amiilify the powers of the Common Conncil relative 
la 8ncb remiBBiona, or to afllrm that the Common Conncil hail power to make ench rf 
The sectioa wsa evidently IVameil anil adopted for the purpose of compelling the Qon 
CtumcH, in coee it should be fonnd that by eidating laws that body had the power to ren 
ndnee a tax, to ohaerve the same formalities in making euch remission or rcdnction as wen f 
nqniled to he observed b? the Board of Supervisors, In the eierctse of the sa 
live above shown, there iras, at the time of the paasage of the act of IS31, i 
vMtinlseoataEiied, naifnfuj'e aiithoiixlng the Comman Conncil to exercise this power, and thtfl 
providona most thcreroro be consiilered as Burplunage. It is perhaps proper also to obseiTKl 
here, tlut the individual who drafted the actwasprnbablycognizant of the custom of the Can-f 
nun Connoil In regard to remitting taxes, and supposed that the custom was warranted bjl ■

And if tliaro U no expreia proviaion of law, couflding to the Common Connoil power to'| 
rtmlt Ir reduce a tax, the argnuienl aEflinst anch power whieli may be drawn fron 
Oieoiy and organiEation of onr county and ciTy governments, is Irresistible.

officers. They are not part or parcel of the Corporation, and are as free from the 
the Municipal Government as if their fancliona were performed in the connfj of Cattarangnt ' 
or Chatanqne, nor has the Corporation or Common Council any control over the preliminary 
valuation which ia made of tlie property within the city and county of New York, liable 

The Asseaaora, who formerly made such valuation, were made hy the people, and their 
coinpeniiation waa flied by the Board of Supervisors. (Davies' Iiawa, p. B90.) 

The Deputy Commlaaionera of Taxes and Aasessmeuts, who have snceeeded to the duties 
of the Assessors, are appointed by (be Commlaaionera of Taxes and Aasesaments, who are them- 
selves appointed by the Board of Supervisors. (Laws of 1957, Vol. 2, p, i97. Davies' Laws, 
p. 1000, sec. 13.) 

The Tax Commissionera have been created by Ibk to review and correct the proceedings of 
the Assessors and Deputy ComraiaaloncrH, and the Board of Siiperviaora have heretofore h 
and still have, the power to review or correct the errors of both. (See Davies' Laws, p. i 
PnbKc Acts, 1857, aec. 12, p. 1»*. Davies' Laws, p. 1003.)

A large portion of the anonal talis levied for Stale pnrpoaes, and part for the cxpeuBea of 
the oonoty. The taxes are reoeived by tie Heoeiver of Taxes, not for the fteweffi of, or as the 
praperty of the CorporaUan eaihititieiy , but for the benefit and aa the property of the State, 
City, and amntj/.jomlly. 

It [a difficult, therefore, to see npon what gronnd tlio Common Council can asaaine to 
give away money, which, by law, dues not belong to them, or to the CarporaUon of which 
they form a pact. And 1 can only aoeonnt for the cnatoni which has bo long prevailed, 
npon tbe supposition that the fact that the territorial limits of the city and coonty are 
co-extcnalve, has led to the belief that the powers of the Supervisors and Common Council are 
co-ordinate. 

That they are not so. Is apparent from the acts I have above cited, and by the decision of the 
Court of Appeals in the case of Halatcd n.tha Uayor,&c.,of New York, in which the respective 
powers and duties of tlie Supervisors and Common Council are examined and explained. {See 
SdComstock, p.lSli.) 

There are two provisions of the Charter of 1857, which require notice. Section Ttf that 
Charter provides, tkat ail reaoluliouB and reports of committees which shall recommend any 
specillc imprnvement, imolning the appropriation of public moneys, or the lazing or asseaMii^ 
the dliieia of the city, bIihII be published, 4c. 

Section 3T provides, that whenever a vote ahall be taken in either Board npon the passage of 
an ordinance which shaQ contemplate aity gpecijla improvement, or Involve the sale, disposition, 
or appropriatiDU of public property, or the expenditure of public moneys or Income therefrom, 
or lay any tax or ageessmeTd, ehall be published, 4c. 

It might at first be supposed that the so cOons above referred to confernpon the Common 
Council the power to impose taxes, in the sense in which that term is usually andcrstoDd, but 
I am satisBed, upon reflection, that such was not the intention of the Legislature. 

It Is obvious, I think, that the burthen which the charter cont^mplatea the Common Cuoncil 
shallJayortrnposeisa taxor assessment for a specific imprtrcemeat ; that is, either a tax or 
assessment upon the owners of property, in tt particuUir locaiUy, to de&^y the expense of an 
improvement by which their property is benefited. I tbioh that the words " tax" and "assesa- 
meot" are employed as synonymouB, and that the power to assess parlies for particular im- 
provements, which has always been confided to the Common Cooncll, was the power which the 
Legislature had in view in passing these sections. This eonstrnctlon of the charter ia strength- 
ened by the consideration, that previons to ils passaEe it bad been decided by the Court of the 
last resort in this State, that the Imposition of an assessment is on exercise of the ta.xing; 
power (People ns. Mayor of Brooklyn, 4 Comstock, p. 121). 

My oonclnslon, therefore, is, Uiat the Common Council have no power to remit or rednce a 
tax impoaad by the Board of Supervisors.

AN" ORDINANCE 



' TOLUSTEBBS 1 



The Mayor, Aldermen, and Cowmonalty of the city of S'mn York, in Common 
Couiteil convened, do ordain at follows ; 

Sbction 1. The sum of five liundred thouesnd dollars is hereby t-ppTopria-lei, Tut Ihe pur- 
pose of lenilerin); such aid or suppart as ma; be necesBar; to the fatnlL'es of the soldiers front 
the city, as are now, or may beresfter yoliml«er, or he ordered to aetve, in the array of the 
United Stales, in defending the integrity of the National Union.

The sum of five bnailred tliDnaaud dollars Is hereby appropriated for the pnrpoM I 
ntnaderlng Buoh aid ur suppurt as may be necessary to the fumilies of the soldiers IVom Ihe | 
dty, who are ddw BCrving, or may hereafter voloateer, or be ordered to serve, in the army ot 
th« United Statea, in defending the lolegriCy of the National Union. 

Bec. 1. The Comptruller shall act aa the Treasurer uf the Fund, and the money herein appro- 
priated shBll be deposited in the City Treaaury. The Treasurer shall have power to appoial one 
aadstant In eaah Senatorial District of the city, who Bbali disborse the funds to those entitled to .
